1. As a result of the United Nations session on Palestine and the negative 
Russian attitude, Egyptian political circles are believed to ba pessinistic 
concerning the submission of the Anglo-Egyptian dispute to the U.H. The 
Assistant Secretary General of the Wefd, Mahund Sulayman Ghamam, is re- 
ported to have declared that the outcome of the U.N. session on Palestine is 
2 sure indication of a solution for Egypt, and that he expected the U.N. to 
decide that the BevineSidgi Agveomant dewonstrated British fairness and thet 
tha Anglo~Egyptian dispute is outside the sphere of the U.N. These political 
circles believe that Egypt would be advised to undertake further negotiations 
with Great Britain. ; 


2. Abmad Ramei Bey, Egyptien Liberal senator and member of the Forsign affairs 
Committee, is stated to have declared that the Areb failure at the U.N. Pale 
estine sessions is proof that the U.N. is under British influences. 
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
